THE effect of last year’s government spending 
review has reached Making it Local, a local funding 
programme for small businesses and community 
groups, which has had to be suspended temporarily 
to new applicants. 

Making it Local is a £2.4million fund which covers the 
Blackdown Hills and east Devon Areas of Outstanding 
Natural Beauty (AONB) and some surrounding towns and 
parishes. 

It is part of the Rural Development Programme for 
England (RDPE) which is currently managed by the 
regional development agencies but will transfer to Defra in 
July 2011. 

On Monday, March 7th the Making it Local team 
received news that the South West RDA has decided to 
suspend funding programmes like Making it Local while 
Defra review and reallocate spending. 

Making it Local chairman Councillor Paul Diviani said: 
“We cannot approve any new applications at present, but 
we will still accept and advise on applications so that they 
can move forward quickly when the money is released in a 
few months’ time. 


“The Making it Local team are also working hard to help 
projects find alternative funding, so we would encourage 
people to continue to contact us.” 

Making it Local, which is hosted by Devon County 
Council, has already committed £1.2million to the mral 
economy of the two AONBs. 

Successful applicant David Willis said: “We were able to 
make our village hall at Donyatt much more energy 
efficient, saving money and reducing our carbon footprint. 
Making it Local is a perfect example of the Big Society in 
action — communities finding solutions for their own 
needs. 

“We hope that other communities can benefit from it in 
the future, as we have in Donyatt.” 

Making it Local is a five-year grants fund offering up to 
£100,000 support for projects that make the most of the 
outstanding landscape and local skills and bring long 
lasting prosperity and economic benefit to the area. 

The programme has two funding schemes; the Main 
Grants Fund — £10,000 to £100,000 — and the Small 
Grants Fund — £1,000 to £10,000. The programme area 
covers Blackdown Hills and east Devon Areas of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty.

VOTERS living in the Blackdown 
Hills will soon see their white polling 
cards drop onto their doormats ready 
for the May local elections and 
referendum on how MPs are elected. 

South Somerset District Council is 
sending out 127,000 polling cards to those 
registered to vote, with deliveries 
beginning at the end of last month. 

Voters are being encouraged to look out 
for the card and to keep it in a safe place 
ready to take with them to the polling 
station on Thursday, May 5th. 


Details of how and when to apply for a 
postal vote or a proxy vote — where a 
trusted person is nominated to vote on your 
behalf — are on the back of the polling 
card for anyone who will not be able to go 
to the polling station on the day. 

In addition to the usual local elections 
on May 5th, the Government is holding a 
Referendum on the same day which will 
influence a decision on whether the UK 
changes the way it elects MPs from the 
present “first past the post” system to the 
“alternative vote” system instead. 

Roger Quantock, deputy returning officer 
at South Somerset District Council said: 
“If you have never registered to vote, it is 


easy to do so. All of the information and 
forms are together in one place on our 
website and people can contact us by 
phone or come to the council offices. 

“If your details have changed since last 
year’s general election, such as your 
address or name, it is also best to check 
with the elections team here at South 
Somerset District Council.” 

Only those not already registered, or 
those with details that need to be changed, 
need to do anything.

NOW is the time to check those trees 
you planted last year, check for wind 
blow and spray around base to 
subdue weed growth. 

Rabbits and voles are a problem so also 
check guards and mulch if necessary, 
excessive digging by animals can cause 
weak trees. 

The Woodland Association is holding 
its annual meeting and woodland forum 
on April 6th at Offwell, visit 
www.woodbiz.co.uk. There are several 
speakers and representitives from the 
Woodland Trust, Working our 
Woodlands and others to answer your 
questions. It should be an informative 
meeting but you will have to book as 
space is limited, there will be a light 
supper and a bar. 

Remember you should not be cutting 
down trees until September now, unless 
absolutely necessary, and then only after 
checking for nests. It is false economy 
anyway as in the summer the tree is full 
of sap and will take twice as long to 
season. We cut all winter and haul out in 
the summer when the ground is able to 
stand the machines, and cause less 
damage to the woodland. Remember to 
leave those rotten bits in a heap for bugs 
and beetles as it is no good for fire wood. 

Park Farm is hosting another Chainsaw 
Awareness morning on May 27th. The 
first was very successful and over¬ 
subscribed. 

The aim of the course to help users, 
whether experienced or not, operating on 
their own to be aware of the dangers and 
provide the knowledge to be safe and 
competent. 

I have just come back from a three-day 
timber stress and grading course and it 
may sound dull but I found it very 
interesting. 

We have lost the ability to trust the 
strength of wood. The timber that you 
buy in the builder merchants is over 
graded, this means we use more timber 
that is necessary for the job. In my 450- 
year farmhouse, the 18ft beams are 
9”x9”, but when we converted a barn 
with the same length beams we had to cut 
the oak to 14”xl4” to meet building 
regulations, now my old beams may be 
sagging a bit but the are still there!

Fake census 
collection, 
warn police 

POLICE are warning people to beware of bogus 
callers posing as census collectors. 

The census is a count of the population in the UK. It 
takes place every 10 years and this time is happened 
on March 27th. It involves every householder in the 
country filling out a questionnaire on the same day to 
give a complete picture of the nation. 

The job of census field staff is to speak to 
householders who have not filled in their forms, so it 
is unlikely that they will call on people before April 
6th, once all returned forms are processed. 

Although there have been no cases of this kind in the 
Blackdown Hills, the advice follows a recent 
complaint to Trading Standards in Leicestershire, 
another part of the country, about a bogus caller, trying 
to enter someone’s house by posing as a census 
official. 

PC Andy Williams, who works on the forcewide 
team that tackles distraction burglary, said: “In our 
experience, fraudsters will take advantage of any 
situation to con people or to access homes to steal, and 
the opportunity presented by the census is no 
exception. 

“We are urging people to only answer the questions 
in the census form. They should not disclose credit 
card or bank details and not pay any money to anyone 
claiming to be from the census. Remember if you are 
not sure, don’t open the door.” 

A spokesperson for the Office for National Statistics, 
which is carrying out the census, said: “Residents who 
return their completed questionnaires promptly are 
unlikely to be contacted by the census field staff, and 
all census staff will produce an ID card with a photo 
and logo. 

“They may ask for name and number of residents, 
but they will not ask for specific details, like credit 
card details and bank account numbers. If you’re 
unsure about a caller, close the door and ring the 
census helpline on 0300 0201 101, to verify whether it 
is a genuine census call. 

“If you do think you’ve had a bogus call, ring the 
police. If you find that you are a victim of a bogus 
caller, call Consumer Direct on 0845 404 0506.”

ELEVEN voluntary 

organisations providing key 
services to residents of part of the 
Blackdown Hills — including 
debt advice, youth services, 
education, arts and community 
support — have been awarded 
vital funding this week by South 
Somerset District Council 
(SSDC). 

A total of £243,000 was awarded 
through the district council’s 
corporate grants committee to 
organisations such as the Citizens 
Advice Bureau, South Somerset 
Voluntary and Community Action and 
Somerset Rural Youth Project. 

Alice Knight, third sector and 
partnership manager at South 
Somerset District Council said: “Our 
corporate grants committee looks at 
supporting the large, voluntary 
organisations that provide crucial 
services to residents across south 
Somerset. 

“We have looked very carefully at 
providing support to organisations 
that, in turn, will be able to continue 
benefiting thousands of people 
throughout the year. 

“It is vital they can achieve longer- 
term stability. These grants are about 


giving them a chance to plan for the 
future and a platform for attracting 
other funding. 

“These organisations deliver vital 
services to vulnerable people in south 
Somerset, and through skilled and 
experienced volunteers are able to 
reach out to individuals and 
co mm unities across the district.” 

The Citizen’s Advice Bureau was 
awarded £117,000 as part of a three- 
year funding agreement, whilst the 
Community Council for Somerset, 
which works to develop and 
regenerate rural communities, was 
granted £9,460. 

A further £71,000 was awarded to 
South Somerset Voluntary and 
Community Action which provides 
community transport to vulnerable or 
isolated people, and offers free advice 
to small voluntary organisations 
looking for help and funding. 

A £10,400 award was made to Take 
Art! which encourages arts, dance, 
theatre, writing and entertainment 
across the county. Somerset Rural 
Youth Project which provides 
activities, volunteering opportunities 
and advice to young people was given 
£8,000 as part of an ongoing support 
package. Actiontrack, Somerset Art 
Weeks, Somerset Partnership Arts 
Education and Somerset Film were 
also given support by the grants, 
which are aimed at benefiting arts, 


entertainment, support and advice 
organisations. 

£7,000 was awarded to South 
Somerset Disability Forum, who 
work to improve the lives of disabled 
people in the district by improving 
access to services including 
facilities, buildings, leisure, transport, 
shops and the countryside. A further 
£8,000 was awarded to the Somerset 
Race Equality Council to help the 
council deliver its public sector duties 
under the Equality Act 2010, through 
elimination of discrimination and 
harassment. 

Ms Knight added: “Whilst the 
council has had to make savings in a 
number of areas, including grants to 
the voluntary sector, SSDC 
recognises that in some areas of work, 
voluntary organisations play a vitally 
important role in delivering services 
and meeting the needs of rural 
communities. Through supporting the 
voluntary sector, we can support 
communities to help themselves. 

“Over the forthcoming years as the 
council faces further significant 
budget reductions, we will be 
continuing our work with voluntary 
organisations to help them become 
more self-sustaining and less 
dependent on public sector funds.”

Last year’s combined figure for deaths and serious 
injuries is 238, which is well below the annual average 
of 376 in the mid 1990s. 

Terry Beale of Somerset Road Safety Partnership 
said: “While there are still far too many crashes and 
injuries on our roads, this downward trend is very 
encouraging. 

“The Partnership will continue to work together in a 
bid to further reduce the number of casualties on 
Somerset roads.” 

• Somerset Road Safety Partnership was formed in 
2006 by Somerset County Council, Avon and 
Somerset Constabulary, Devon and Somerset Fire and 
Rescue Service, NHS and the Highways Agency, 
because of serious concern over the rising number of 
crashes and casualties on the county’s roads.

Reality of war brought 
into focus by chaplain

THE cost and reality of war were brought into 
sharp focus when 40 Commando’s chaplain 
Andrew Rawding joined Hemyock Men for 
breakfast. 

During last year’s tour in Afghanistan 14 men lost 
their lives and Andrew was responsible for 
repatriation and memorial services for each. 

There were also other deaths in the group 
including US forces who turned to him for ministry. 

Necessarily Andrew continues to offer support the 
bereaved families here in the UK. 

This impassioned officer, whose insights 
challenged any ‘romantic view’ of war, had 
previously served nine years in the Army with the 
Royal Fusiliers. 

Andrew spoke about the 4 ‘P’s of his role amongst 
the Royal Marines. 

Presence: being there for everyone, ready to gives 
comfort and support. 

Prophetic: To teach and speak out for God, giving 
a moral compass. 

Prayerful: for all those who serve and for those 
who ask for it specifically. 

Pastoral: support for all who seek it, whatever 
their religion, beliefs or background might be. 

Andrew, who has served in Northern Ireland and 
Bosnia, spoke of his desire to see peace and 
reconciliation brought to Afghanistan, and about the 
sincerity of faith which he observed amongst what 
was a very tough enemy. 


He felt that Christians had much more in co mm on 
with sincere Muslims from Sangin than Anglo 
Saxon atheists in the UK. 

An unnamed ex-Royal Marine said: “His passion 
and commitment were incredible, his war stories 
moving and should really remind people like me 
that the chance to ‘whack it’ to Johnny Taliban is 


not as ‘romantic’ as people might perceive.” 
Hemyock resident Tom Conneeley said: “I was 
hugely impressed with the speaker, he left me 
reflecting all day on what he said - just the ticket.” 

Retired officer Tim Courtenay remarked: “Many 
thanks for today, a straight talking, experienced 
service padre with very strong views.”

Spring has sprung 
for hiras 7 activity 


SPRING has sprung! That’s the 
message coming through loud 
and clear, particularly on the 
bird front where nesting activity 
is now well under way with sites 
being investigated and a sense of 
general purpose and activity 
pervading the rural scene. 

The nesting boxes in the garden 
are all in place and, hopefully, will 
soon be occupied. Indeed, last year 
one box set deep into a screen of 
foliage was quickly occupied but not 
by a bird. 

The occupant was a dormouse and, 
hopefully, it will again decide to use 
the box as a nursery. A little to the 
south, the Seaton marshes and Beer 
Head are already being invaded by 
summer migrants. Wheatears have 
been spotted, together with several 
sand martins and a pair of 
stonechats, while chiffchaffs are 
being heard on all sides and, 
doubtless, we will soon have reports 
of the first swallows and, let’s hope, 
cuckoo. 


One reader from Axminster has 
just written to tell me that 
goldfinches have been visiting her 
garden throughout the winter, 
together with good numbers of 
chaffinches, while a short while ago 
a sparrowhawk dashed across her 
duck pond, only to discover it was 
covered in netting and, she says, 
made quite a clatter as it rushed past. 

For my part, goldfinches, which 
have been numbered by the dozen in 
the last few months, suddenly seem 
to have boycotted the thistle-seed 
containers which are suspended in 
front of my office window, but will 
hopefully return, along with some 
greenfinches, birds which seem to 
have declined in a dramatic fashion. 

Meanwhile, I understand that a 
series of Birds for Beginners 
sessions are planned for the Seaton 
marshes and Colyford Common. 
There will be a guide in the hide 
every Friday from 10am at either the 
Island Hide or Colyford Common 
Hide, and a notice will be posted to 


indicate which one, then from 
12.30pm the guide will move to 
Seaton Marshes Hide. 

So, if you want to learn more about 
our local bird life and need help with 
identification, these are the places to 
be. 

• Brian Salisbury from Honiton 
has written to tell me of an 
encounter he had, several years ago, 
near Honiton golf course with what 
appeared to be a black leopard or 
puma. 

Walking with his Labradors, he 
suddenly spotted a jet black animal 
in a field, and quite close. It had, he 
writes, a small head and long, low 
curving tail. It appeared to be 
pouncing up and down, obviously 
trying to catch voles or mice. 
Suddenly the animal sniffed the air, 
then reared up on its hind legs to a 
height of nearly six feet, then 
dropped back, spotted its observer 
and fled with powerful leaps and 
bounds. 

A few years later, Brian had 


another close encounter with a cat, 
but this time a lynx. Again, walking 
his dogs, he spotted a beautiful big 
fawn beige-coloured cat with erect 
ears topped with tufts of hair. It was, 
he writes, undoubtedly a lynx and 
only 15 yards away so there could be 
no mistake in identification. 

What can one say, other than lucky 
man to see these animals? Are they 
still in the area? Have they been able 
to breed? The mystery continues 
and, hopefully, will one day be 
solved. Meanwhile, I’m always 
pleased to hear from any reader who 
has had similar encounters with big 
cats or, for that mater, any 
interesting aspect of wildlife and the 
countryside. 

Still remaining with the big cat 
phenomenon, a reader, John 
Townsend, tells me that some 14 
years ago, while sitting in his car 
near Dunkeswell with his sister they 
spotted a large fawn coloured cat 
with tufts on its pointed ears. 

A few years later he saw a similar 


animal, again with a witness, and 
they came to the conclusion that it 
was a lynx. Certainly, there have 
been several reports of lynx being 
seen countrywide, while one was 
shot in, I believe, Suffolk. This is a 
story which, I am sure, is going to 
roll and we have not yet heard the 
last of big cats in our region. 

• Meanwhile, The Urban Heaths 
Partnership has reminded me that 
many birds will not have survived 
the harsh winter and this particularly 
applies to heathland birds, several of 
which, such as Dartford warblers, 
are insectivorous and will have 
suffered when the ground was snow 
blanketed. 

Following the bitter winter of 1963 
the number of Dartford warblers fell 
to just a handful of breeding pairs, 
but in recent years numbers have 
increased dramatically. The 
heathlands of Dorset are managed 
with these birds, and others such as 
nightjars and woodlarks, in mind. 

Those birds which did survive the 
minus 10 degree temperatures are 
now starting to nest, and this is a 
critical period for them. 

The nightjar nests on a bare patch 
of ground in the gorse or heather, 
Dartford warblers nest low in gorse 
or heather and woodlarks, the 
fussiest of nest builders, select 
ground on the heath but next to 
broad-leaved woodland. 

Observers are not optimistic about 
survival rates this spring but 
walkers, with dogs, can help by 
making sure their animals are kept 
on the lead from now until August. 

Any disturbance by dogs or 
humans will wreck any chances of 
successful breeding. However, if 


you go to www.dorsetdogs.org you 
will find information on where dogs 
can be exercised off-lead without 
disturbing rare birds. 

• With the Government planning 
to create the first network of British 
marine reserves by next year, the 
deadline for proposed boundaries 
must be submitted to Defra by this 
summer. Although low-impact 
fishing and other activities will be 
allowed to continue in these new 
reserves, there will also be a number 
of small, highly protected areas 
where no fishing, dredging or other 
human disturbance will be allowed, 
largely because they will be home to 
rare species such as seahorses, pink 
seafans and undulate rays. Currently 
discussions are being held with 
fishermen, boats users, divers and 
conservation groups to agree the 
siting of these special zones. 
Without question, the restrictions 
will affect fishing and recreational 
activity but if no action is now taken 
the seas off our coast will be 
completely barren. 

Proposals for the marine reserve 
and reference area boundaries must 
be submitted by August 31st this 
summer and the Government will 
then launch a public consultation in 
October before any final decisions 
are made.

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K ITCHEN caffeine trips, excursions to the 
office biscuit stash and urgent discussions 
about sweets — or the indecent lack of them 
— dominate the day-to-day life of many 
workplaces. 

But those colleagues who reject the need for caffeine and 
sugar stimuli, and sit under a Ready Brek glow with their 
cup of herbal tea and plate of sad-looking greens, tend to 
be treated by colleagues with suspicion — and ignored on 
the tea round. 

According to nutritionist Rachael Anne Hill, there are 
ways we can all increase our energy levels and reduce 
cravings for custard creams, without resorting to any 
drastic lifestyle changes. And the GI Diet is one of them. 

“The body absorbs energy from food at different rates,” 
says Hill. “Using something called the Glycemic Index 
(GI) you can find out if a food will absorb energy quickly, 
and so have a high GI level, or vice versa.” 

Eating low-GI foods, she adds, can help individuals 
avoid energy spikes and slumps throughout the day, as well 
as having other health benefits. 

“These foods will help prevent your blood sugar levels 
rapidly rising and then falling during the day, making it 
easier to concentrate while at work. A diet rich in low-GI 
foods can help you eat less, as you stay fuller longer, and 
they have nutritional advantages too.” 

Oaty plum crumbles 

(Serves 4) 

GI Tip: Plums, like cherries, apples and pears, are a 
particularly low-GI fmit. The crumble topping is made 
with jumbo oats, which helps to keep the GI of the overall 
dessert low, too. 

750g ripe plums, stoned and sliced 
4tbsp water 


l-2tbsp light muscovado sugar 

Half-fat creme fraiche, low-fat custard or ice cream, to 
serve 

For the crumble topping: 
lOOg wholemeal self-raising flour 
3tbsp polyunsaturated margarine 
70g dark muscovado sugar 
80g jumbo oats 
l/4tsp freshly grated nutmeg 
Caster sugar, for sprinkling 

Place the plums, water and sugar in a saucepan. Heat 
until simmering, then simmer for 10-15 minutes, until the 
plums are just cooked and soft. 

Meanwhile, to make the crumble topping, put the flour in 
a mixing bowl, add the margarine and rub it in with the tips 
of your fingers. The mixture should resemble 
breadcrumbs. Add the sugar, oats and nutmeg, and mix. 

Divide the plums and their cooking liquid between four 
ramekins. Top with the crumble mixture, then sprinkle 
with a little caster sugar. 

Bake in a preheated oven at 180C/Gas Mark 4 for 15-20 
minutes, until the topping is golden and the fruit is 
bubbling. Serve warm with some half-fat creme fraiche, 
low-fat custard or ice cream. 

Variation: Replace the plums with apples, cherries, 
pears, apricots, peaches or mixed berries. For some extra 
spice, add one tablespoon of grated fresh ginger to the 
crumble mixture.

♦ 2011 Mercedes-Benz C-Class 


T WO big numbers you need to be aware of 
when considering Mercedes-Benz’s revised 
C-Class: 2,000 changes have been made to 
the car and, since it was launched in 2007, more 
than one million have been sold. 

Through the decades the C-Class has charted a steady 
course straddling both sporty and luxury sides of the 
compact premium experience. In saloon form - there’s also 
a revised estate model - Mercedes has always aimed to 
offer elements of its larger models at a more affordable 
price point. 

You can’t stand still in this business and, with ever 
increasing focus on emissions, consumption and 
refinement, Mercedes has thoroughly revamped its core 
model. 

First up are the obligatory cosmetic changes. The car’s 
nose and tail have been tweaked slightly - radiator, lights, 
that sort of thing - and there’s still the visual difference 
between SE/Elegance and Sport models, with the latter 
boasting a subtle AMG branded bodykit, AMG wheels and 
a lower ride height. 

Inside there’s a new dashboard design, the car’s colour 
display screen is now fixed in the upper level of the fascia 
and the general impression is a welcome shift to a simpler 
layout inspired in part by the CLS. 

Some things don’t change, though. The cabin ambience 
is as refined as ever, and the wide choice of trim, seat and 
instrument colour options - from wood to metal-like 
finishes - ensure that both young and old buyers are catered 
for. 

Mercedes hopes everyone will benefit from the car’s 
reduced running costs, in particular company car drivers 
opting for four-cylinder diesel variants. Bold claims are 
made that every new engine is both more powerful and 
more efficient than its predecessor. The petrol range starts 
with the 156 horsepower Cl80 and rises to a beefy 204 
horsepower C250. On the diesel front there’s a 136 


horsepower C200 CDI, a 170 horsepower C220 CDI and 
204 horsepower C250 CDI. 

While all cars come with a six-speed manual gearbox as 
standard, there’s now the option of an improved seven- 
speed auto across the range. Another standard feature is 
the inclusion of engine stop-start technology across the 
range to further boost the car’s eco credentials. 

The end result is indeed a more frugal ownership 
experience. Taking the C220 CDI for example, in manual 
gearbox trim the car posts an impressive 117g/km C02 
rating and 64.2mpg on the combined cycle. 

The best news of all is the complete lack of compromise 
when behind the wheel. Historically manual transmission 
Mercedes cars haven’t been that great, although recent 
years have seen this trend successfully reversed. The 
gearbox in the C220 CDI, like other variants, delivers a 
slick, accurate performance. Engine refinement is also first 
rate, while performance is more than you could ask for. A 
willing unit, the 2.1-litre, four-cylinder is quiet and 
responsive in equal measure. 

Ride comfort is also very good, with the C-Class offering 
a sensible balance of comfort and agility. Pitch and roll is 
minimal, while the Sport variant’s tuned suspension and 
bigger wheels don’t harm but rather enhance the 
experience if you’re an enthusiastic driver. And if you 
select a petrol-driven car the experience is broadly similar, 
only the engine is that bit quieter. 

Along with the improved driving experience, the C-Class 
comes with a wider choice of standard and optional 
equipment. There’s a heavy bias towards safety kit, with a 
lot of ‘big car’ stuff from the E, CLS and S-Class having 
trickled down to the C-Class. 

From lane departure and blind spot warning systems to 
active dipping headlights and intelligent cruise control, the 
car isn’t short of helpful toys. 

The same is true on the co mf ort front, with the optional 
sat-nav supported by standard fit climate and cruise 


control, a multi function steering wheel and the usual 
electric mirrors and windows. 

UK buyers can choose from three grades - SE, Elegance 
and Sport - with the latter adding a subtle AMG bodykit 
and branded wheels, lower ride height, speed sensitive 
steering, sports front seats, a three spoke steering wheels 
and gearchange paddles for auto gearbox variants. 

In summary, the car looks a little sharper from some 
angles but there’s still no mistaking what it is. The C-Class 
is a hugely significant model for Mercedes, and customer 
loyalty is an important consideration. 

What you won’t fail to notice is improvements made 
inside and out of sight. From the car’s more polished cabin 
to the significant gains made in the driving experience and 
at the pump, the C-Class has successfully evolved in all the 
right areas.
